Speaks On Polar 
Expedition Of '33

Terrestrial 
Magnetism In the Carnegie Institute 
at- Washhigton, and recently has been 
in charge of the Canadian'Polar Year 
Expedition, which returned last au- 
tumn.

I ; ;'^VtMngln( attttudes In ptaysloai Ed- 
ucation . In Canada" ww tin subject 
of aa.'addnss by Mlss'Helen Bryans 
at a; meeting of the Quebec Physical 
Education Association held last night 
at R.V.C. Miss Bryans is a. graduate 
tOfvQueen's University, and a gradu- 
we^iS^physical education in Scotland 
and United States. She is now head 
of tlie physical education department 
at tlie Ontario College of Education^ 

Miss Bryant divided her address! in>- 
tO:two parts, the first dealtaig with 
the general conditions of physical ed- 
ucatkm, and the second dealing with 
physical education as It affected her 
personally. Miss Bryans' pointed out 
.ibat idiysical education Is still in the 
adolescent stage, and that there are 
many chances for a great deal pro- 
gress'to be made in the next decade. 
Phyislcal Educationalists all over are 
beginning to realise that it is^very nec- 
essary to study the pupil to find out 
whkb is thé best of the many methods 
to teach the student and which would 
prove most Interesting to him.. 
To. Pnmote Health 

One hears a gieai , deed of 'creating 
à desirabi edtlsen nowadays, Miss 
Bryans said, and much is being dene 
to forward this aim by teachers of 
physical education. A desirable citi- 
zen must be healthy, and the chief 
purjxMe of physical educationalists is 
to promote health by correcting phy- 
sical defects, ai^ by teaching the chil- 
dren to caret themselves.' Also re- 
gular classes in health education are 
being conducted, by physical educa- 
tionalists. More and more, too, are 
classes being held, 11». 
chief Thtue of à ' deiri^ 
ohàrabtér, and that the teachArs^ may' 
innmote by setting an example to the 
students. Tlie third ^y.lh which ttiey 
are taught to be deshnble citlsens is 
by directing .them in how to spend 
theh: leisure so as to derive benefit 
from it. This need Is fulfilled by the 
teacIUng of games ' and skills, ! which 
influence them to seek activity when- 
ever they have time to spare. >The 
fourth and last requisite of a good 
citizen is the ability to be either a 
good leader or a good follower, both 
of which are laolcing today. This is 
taught by having certain pupils dh^t 
their school-mates in some of thé ex-^ 
erclses, a practice which is becoming 
more and more popular^ Miss Bryans 
added in summing up her remarks that 
Physical ^ education is becoming more 
educational than it used to be.

every reason to believe that it is, there is no sense 
in saying , t h a.t we are involved in a- temporary 
cyclical depression which will cure Itself, 
Drifting on the Bocks 
There is many, a .wild argument as to whetlier 
the ship is going to strike, the rooks or whether it 
will drift by into comparative safety. Perhaps It 
might be a good -idea . to . try riggipg a sail, , and to 
help ourselves rathei' than leave our fate in the 
hands of blind chance. If this is true^ as it, almost 
certahily is, that no; real recovery is likely to occur' 
this time by the old-fasliioned process ot auto:natic, 
readjustment, then the . time has come for us to take 
matters in hand .and delibeîrately adjust the econ- 
omic system so as to . promote recm'ery. The' pos- 
sibilities, of deliberate readjustmciit need to be 
widely discussed. ' . 

Altliough there are dozens of thihgs wrong with 
Che financial and ^capitalist system, it is probable 
that would recover our economic health if we 
could learn how to dp iour things: how to distribute 
adequate tniying power <; to . the men who are no 
longer needed in mebhanloal industry; how to wer- 
ate business without lORdlng it with intolerable- 



masses of debt; how to obtain govern- 
ment contrpl of ^the major industries 
and pubUc utilities; and how to (À- 
tain government control of fhianoe 
through tbe nationalization of the 
banking system. 

In this connection, 'the motion of 
Mr. G. C. Ooote, member for McLeod 
in the House of Commons at Ottawa, 
on Februorj' 7th. must not be over- 
looked: "That in the opinion ot this 
House, in view of the large nuniber. 
of unemployed, and with the* necessity 
of inorsaslng the pui'chasing power 
of the people,- it lis e.'cpedlent that Uie 

tlon toT thcinaugura ti«ftf7of ^a^urge 
scale pi-ogramnie of public works, to 
be financed by direct issue of iion- 
Interest bearing Dominion notes." 
SMViag |1«,0(I«,00« 
In tlie. course of his remarks in in- 
troducing the motion, he reminded the 
Prime Minister that at the World Con- 
ference held last year in London, It 
was agreed that 25% gold coverage 
would be sufficient for our, n(>te issue; 
He therefore, suggested that the gov- 

1 oould buy gold production in 

Panada to the extent of >100,00b,(l0(), 
or to whatever extent they thought 
best, and issue,' °on that $100,000,000. 
$400,000,000 of notes for the fiiianclhg 
of public works. Tlie advantage of 
this metiiod over the usual practice of 
selling bonds ti.A'/, interest is so ob- 
vious that- it hardly requires to be 
mentioned. The direct issue of money 
to the workw-consumer places pur- 
Miasing pvj^^^io liands of those 
who need-iii^u^f^iict who will make 
the best use^pf^tl^and the fact that 
there is no hiterest burden attached to 
the issue means the saving of $18,- 
006,0M per year,, which would have to 
be earned by the gr^at majwlty ot the 
Canadian people and paid over to the 
privileged few who had purchased the 
.bonds. In 2S years we would have 
paid an amount equal to the original 
sum ot . H0O,OOO,OOO, and we' would 
stin owe that sum to the bondholders. 

Mr. Ooote also suggested that a part 
of the proposed public works pro- 
gramme could bie paid for with whal is 
called stamp scrip money, a special 
issue of notes. ,The hoarding or sav- 
ing of money and the slowing-down of 
the velocity ot chculation has de- 
pressed business at least as much asi 
if not move than, the cohoe&Umtion 
hi the v^ume of money in ciroùktipn. 
While present money is hoarded or 
lying idle, in banks, tliis stunp scrip 
money would providé « substitute which 
would circulate three or .four times 
as fast as ordinary biitnlc notés. Thé 
gimt advantage of ' dated scrip money 
is its rapidity of circulation. It would 
not be inflattm; it would piii ho 
strahi on' oUr gold reserve^r If it: cir- 
culates three thnés as fast as niohey, 
$l.oo' worth of scrip would do as much 
work as 13.00 worth of bank notes in 
exehaiiging goods or providing employ- 
ment. The stamps required to keep 
it in circulation would provide ample 
funds to retire tlie notes over a period 
ot time. . . ' 

- During the course of Mr. Cootê's 
speech Mr. Geary, member, foi* North 
Toronto, interrupted hhn to ask what 
had been the experience of other coun- 
tries with stamp scrip money. Mr. 
Ooote - answered that, as ' far as ! hé 
knew, no country had tried it, but that 
there were quite a large number ot 
munlcli>alities which liave done so, 
and that it would not be difficult to 
give many good illustrations ot the 
sueceiB it has met with. 
Twenty Tewns In the United States 
The exi^erience ot many towns and 
municipalities in Europe with stamp 
scrip has been so favorable that it has 
flteated intense interest in the United 
Statts. At the pnsoit time tweây 
or. more towiu.are embafked on the 
plan In one form or another, and many 



jnore appear to be in line, includhigj 
seyeiul large cities, - , ^ teny s t»te legis-; 
latures '.are seriousl y^^rom^ ng scrip j 
projects! In Kansa^^^^pending I 
in the state legislatur?una^^hich it i 
is proposed to authorize localities to 
use scrip and lo secure uniformity In 
tlie issues. In Iowa a bill has beeiij 
passed authcrizing the state itself to! 
issue sci-ip, and to distribute it among 
cities and counties. Seven or more 
other state- soverjiihents arc also con- 
sidering similar "'leslslation. On Feb. 
17th, 1833. Senator John H. Bankhead 
of Alabama Introduced a bill Into 
Cohsress for the purpose of aUthoilz- 
Ing the Federal Govei-nment to Issue 
dated Stamp Scrip that would oper- 
ate as jegar tender during the limited 
period ot the Issue. 

St. Paul, a city of over a quarter of 
a milllcn Inhabitants, has decided to 
issue $100.000. of dated stamp scrip, as 
soon as It can get the authority' re- 
quired by law from the Minnesota 
Legislature. " ! 

The two main poiiil* about stamp i 
scrip are: i. 
.'.First: isMlki; aioney; because it 
can be banked, or' invostedi^or, spent, ! 
. Second: it Is unlike money, because ' 
it cannot be hoarded. ■ ' ' ! 

Space does not permit of a detailed 
explanation of the actual operation of 
the stanip scrip 'system, but we may' 
say that the most popular form has 52 
spaces printed on the reverse side, ; 
which provides rao:n for a small ad- i 
hesive stamp resembling a postage] 
stamp. The stamps are sold by the j 
city or the municipality for 2 cents | 
each, and it is necessary to attach one 
of these stamps foi- each week of the 
year.. It is this feature which tends 
to prevent hoarding and increases the 
\^elooity of circulation. 

At the end of iz \eexe., when a dol- 
lar of scrip returns to the city treas- 
ury for redemption,, thçre are 52 
stamps affixed to the back of tiie cer- 
tificate, representing a value of ll.Oi 
wliioh has already been paid in to the 
treasury in advance. As a reéult, when 
a dollar certificate comes in it finds 
$1,04 awaiting it, the 4 cents going to- 
wards defraying the. expense of print- 
ing and administration. 

Thus the scrip is self liquidating. 

The actual result ot the use of 
stamp sorip ls that a^loan -has been 
raised without the aid of bankers or 
financiers, and public works are con- 
atrUoted and paid for without leaving 
btiiind them a trail of debt. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Coote's 
advocacy of stamp scrip in the Fed- 
eral House will result in increased in- 
terest in tills novel and interesting 
method of "Palnleas Finance."

Their, boast of 
possessing the freest democracy In the 
world after the war was met with the 
Treaty of Versailles. The new gener- 
ation owed Its allegiance only to a dim 
liazy past. 

In describing the riots and monster 
demonstrations of the political parties, 
numbering upon one occasion fifty 
thousand Nazis, Rollit' indicated theb- 
effects upon the universities. As often 
as not a large class would be complete- 
ly disorganized when such a riot broke 
out in the vicinity of the classroom, 
and would end in parUcipation. ; 

In the opinion of the sj^ker Ger- 
many Is one country in the world 
which could make communism work 
and with such satisfaction that we 
should wish to Imitate them. Touch- 
ing upon the labour and charriage legjs 
lation recently enacted, Râliit declared 
that the public works program coupled 
with the Inauguration of work camps 
have resulted in an increase In' em- 
ployment with beneficial effects to 
the country; the marriage bonuses 
have' stimnlated ttao celebration of 
nuptial rite». - ; - 

FoKlgn FoUey Sooecitfal 
Hitler has been conspicuously suc- 
cessful in his 'foreign pcdicy. Oer< 
ihany'4 withdrawal from the League of 
Nations is not to be wondered at when 
it is realized that' every complaint 
ever lodged by a German minority has 
been rebuffed by the League since Its 
inception; Prom the economic com- 
plement of Germany, which position 
it enjoyed up to the Great War, Po- 
land has become hw arch enemy by 
reason of the man-made barriers of 
1918.
